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COMMISSIONER CASE 
FACTS GIVEN BY 
COMMITTEE

‘vo the Editor: 

The following is a brief survey of 
(lie main points in the difficulty that 
lias arisen between the Student Ix- 
ecutive Board and their Commission- 
er of Publications, beginning from 
the first and carrying the case down 
to the present time. We the mem- 
bers of the Executive Board, believe 
that herein is presented a complete 
und accurate survey of the whole af- 
fiar, We are convinced that this ac- 
‘ion is necessary to vindicate the fac- 
ulty in the eyes of the public and the 
Junior College Student Body who 
have been misinformed as to the ac- 
tual facets of the case. 

1, Theodore Jessee was consider- 
ed for the appointment to the office 
of Commissioner of Publications by 
the Executive Committee of the Stu- 
dent Board of Control last June. At 
this time the sudents in regular meet- 
ing agreed that the duties of the Com- 
missioner of Publications were too 
important and demanding upon stu- 
dent time to risk granting the com- 
mission to Jessee unless he should be 
willing to give up the work which he 
was doing with a firm down town. 
This work requires his attention ev- 


cry afternoon of the week for the 
whole afternoon. Consequentis tine 
commission was tendered to Jessee 


with the provision that he give up his 
work in case of acceptance. 

2. At the beginning of the school 
year Mr. Jessee had made his plans 
tor the launching of the year’s work 
for the newspaper and was entering 
upon the other duties of the Commis- 
sioner of Publications. He had, how- 
ever, ignored the provision aceomp- 
aning his appointment and was still 
vecupied every afternoon in the week 
in work off the campus. Owing to 
this faet the Executive Board Com- 
mittee criticised Mr. Jessee who pres- 
ented a plea for a chance to make 
vood promising that the work of the 
commission would be in no way ne- 
vlected and that he would guarantee 
successful and efficient performance 
of duties. The Executive Commit- 
ice aecepted Mr. Jessee’s request for 
un exception to their provision and he 
ontinued with his outside work and 
his Commission. 

3. The Student Self-government 
constitution provides that Commis- 
sioners must submit the names of 
their proposed managers, editors, 
ete., to the Student Executive Board 
tor approval before the appointments 
are made. Mr. Jessee did not do this 
in any instance of the appointments 
which were made, thus showing him- 
self unwilling to live up to the con- 
ditions of the constitution or ignor- 
ant of the content of the constitution. 
Following criticism on this point he 
has in January preceding this semes- 
‘er repeated the same performance 
and appointed an entire staff for the 
Non for the second semester with no 
suggestion of names to the Student 
lixecutive Board for their approval. 

4. In the carrying out of the busi- 


ness affairs of a Commission the 
Commissioners are required to get 
requisitions for all items where ex- 
penditure of student funds is involv- 
ed. Mr. Jessee has persistently ne- 
glected to obtain his requisitions 
promptly thruout the whole semes 


ter and has caused the student treas- 
urer as well as others who were in- 
volved, a great deal of annoyance and 
mnceonvenienee. This also was a fail- 
ure to abide by and live up to the 
rules and regulations of the students’ 


own organization of democratic gov- 
ernment. 

5. Beginning with the middle of 
October and entending thru. Novem- 
ber eriticisms began coming — in 
from the advisors of the Algol that 
work was not being done on the Al- 
vol, Since the advisors are manifest- 


ly in a position to know what is be- 
‘ne done and what is not being done 
the Executive Committee of the Stu- 
dent Body Board of Control consid- 
cred that the delinquency of Mr. 
Jessee had beeume so serious that ob- 
Jections should be raised. Consequent- 


ly they met on three occasions and 
carried on an investigation of the 
verfomance of Mr. Jessee of his du- 
ties as a Commissioner. All of the 


foregoing points were brought up in 
our discussions and all of these 
points with the possible exception of 
this last one, were points 
Mr, Jessee was delinquent in his re- 
lation to the students’ own. self-gov- 
‘rnment organization and in no way 
Involved faculty supervisien or dic- 
‘ation, as was implied in the recent 
«rticles avvearine in this paper. 

6. In the latter part of Novem- 
her and the fore part of December the 
‘taff of the Don went through a per- 
lod of upheaval because of certain 
shifting of duties and evasion of

work. ‘The work on ‘the. ‘teas, was 
carried out very efficiently by the 
assistant. but the inefficiency of the 
editor was overlooked and he was al- 
lowed by the 


Commissioner to con- 
tinue in his position as editor, while 
the asststant was performing the du- 
ties usually incumbent upon an 
editor. 

7. Afler careful consideration of 
all of these points the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Student Board of Con- 
trol decided in the fore part of Jan- 
uary that Mr. Jessee was not meas- 
uring up to what the students had a 
right to expect of their commissioner 
and it Was unanimous amongst the 


students that Mr. Jessee was capable 
of doing good work and after the in- 
vestigation they relt convinced that 


the reason he Was not in closer touch 
with the rules and regulations govern- 
ing his commission and that he had 


been delinquent in the cases above 
cited was that he had so little time 
on the campus that he was in fact 
unable to keep in close touch with 


the affairs of the Don and Algol and 
to exercise the supervision and guid- 
ance that a commissioner should | 
maintain. Since the original appoint- 
ment of Mr. Jessee hud been with the 
provision that he give up his work 
down town in order to devote more 
time to the commission, the Executive 
Committee felt justified in reinvok- 
ing the original condition tor the sec- 
ond semester. Consequently they 
sent to Mr. Jessee their decision that 
he must choose for the second semes- 
ter between his outside work, which 
kept him off the campus every after- 
noon in the week at the time when 
student activites are usually carried 
forward or else relinquish his hold on 
the office of Commissioner of Publi- 
cations. This ultimatum was pre- 
sented to Mr. in the fore part 
of January. 

8. During January a new staff for 
the Don the second semester was ap- 
pointed without submitting the names 
to the Executive Board for approval 
and also the work on the Algol was 
apparently speeded up very mater- 
ally, for the faculty advisors began 
to report that work was coming in 
quite well but Mr. Jessee failed to 
nake any formal answer to the re- 
quirement imposed by the Student 
Executive Committee. Mr. Jessee ob- | 
jected to the action that was taken by 
the Student Executive Committee. 
The factors of the case as ave herein 
now set forth were explained to him 
and it was also explained to him that 
the action of the Executive Commit- 
tee was in the form of an ultimatum 
and that the only thing he could do 
would be to choose between the one | 
course or the other or to present in 
lieu of his giving up his work down 
town a schedule of hours that he} 
would guarantee to the Student Ex-

9. In default of any reply to their 
ultimatum and in view of the fact 
that Mr. Jessee was still engaged in 
his work outside of school the Exec u- | 
tive Committee of the first semester | 
had no alternative but to pass on the 


information to the /xecutive Com- | 
mittee of the second semester that 
due to the ultimatum being ignored

Trojan Editor Tells 
Scope Of College | 
Paper

A campus news paper faces its 
greatest difficulty when it seeks to 
print the news, George Jordan, 
editor of the Daily Trojan, published 
at the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, said in an address before the 
members of the Santa Ana junior 
college “Y” last Monday night at a 
dinner meeting in the city association 
building. 

He explained his statement by cit- 
ing instances on the campus at his 
college where bald accounts of fact 
had caused much criticism of the pa- 
per. 

There are three purposes that a 
campus newspaper strives to attain, 
Jordan declared, “The first object 
of the newspaper is to print news and 
the notices of the registrar. Then the 
paper ought to have certain defined 
polices that it intends to hit and hit 
hard. The third and most exacting 
is to print all the news impartially.” 

Jordan told how the Trojan had ex- 
posed the way the sorities were vio- 
lating the rules of rushing, which 
\ame to a point where one sorority 
charged another with violating pledg- 
ing agreements. Yet when the paper 
! printed a story on the situation, wide- 
‘ly discussed on the campus, abuse 
was heaped on the staff. 

Early in the year, a fight was won 
by the Daily Trojan on the question 
of the right of reporters to sit in at 
the session held by the student body 
officers.

T WAS DECIDED last Wednesday that the commissioner 
of publications will retain his office, but, although the matter 
has been decided, the issue is not dead. ; 

Last week the Don counseled that the case be judged on 
its merits and that personal feelings be overlooked, but strong 
emotions does not subside easily.

It is the good of the school, the harmony between stu- 
dents and the faculty, the success of the Algol that matters 
now. Your personal reaction may be important to you but 
it does not matter in the long run, and the sooner that is real- 
ized, the more quickly will harmony be established. 

Each side was working. for what is thought was the best 
interests of the school. Each side had some right and some 
wronk ideas. And misunderstanding was probably responsible

But the issue has been decided now. If you were spon- 
soring the cause that won, that is not to be considered a per- 
sonal triumph on pour part. Beware that your conduct does not 
emulate that of a Roman conqueror dragging his captives 
under the wheels of his triumphal chariot. 

If the cause you thought was right lost, accept it, and 
say nothing and do nothing in the heat of the moment that is 
not worthy of you and your school. 

To resign your official because the opposition was greater 
would be petty. To force others to resign because they were of 
the opposition would be as little. 

But is you have a real cause behind your action, if mere 
emnity is not behind your action, if you are convinced that a 
reform is needed,—then go to it.

It is very obvious from this 
survey of the case that faculty dom- 
ination and dictation has not entered 
into the situation to any appreciably 
degree. Perhaps Mr. Jessee does 
feel that he has been dictated to in 
some matters in connection with the 
starting of the work on the Algoi, 
but this would not constitute a mo- 
tivating factor in the action that was 
taken by the student Executive Com- 
mittee. Since the Executive Commit- 
tee has tried to keep their proceedings 
confidential in order to spare Mr. 
Jessee’s feelings Mr. Jessee has been 
able to present the matter in a light 
that is entirely wrong and contends 
the student Executive Committee has 
been motivated by personal jealous- 
les and faculty domination, which is 
entirley untrue. .

ST. VALENTINE’S DAY

Although the custom is one of the 
oldest which we have among our holi- 
days, St. Valentine’s day is still re- 
cognized. The original motive for the 
celebration of February 14 was the 
observation of the death of seven 
saints who possessed the name “Val- 
entine” and the veneration of the 
head of the eighth. These eight 
martyrs had lived in various parts of 
the world - France, Belgium, Spain, 
Africa- but the two greatest were a 
priest at Rome and a bishop in Um- 
bria, both of whom lived in the third 
century. The legends connected with 
the day have little historical value 
now. 

The more famous connotation of 

the day is the observation of a lovers 
festival, which has no connection with 
the saints, but is perhaps a survival 
of an old festival of similiar nature. 
Observance of it in this connection 
was most prevalent in England and 
we find mention of it as early as the 
time of Chaucer. It also spread to 
the continent and became an estab- 
lished custom. 
. The method of celebrating the day 
was this: The names of the young 
men and women were placed in a box 
and drawn out in pairs on St. Valen- 
tine’s eve. Those whose names were 
drawn out together had to exchange 
gifts and be each others valentine 
throught the ensuing year. The cus- 
tom later included onl) the giving of 
presents by the men. 

Today the usual rites are carried 
on among children more than among 
the older people. Present day com- 
mercialism threatens to make it a 
day of rememberances if the say of 
flowers shops, and candy manufactu- 
reres have anything to do with it. 
There is still a certain sentimental 
value to the day and woe betide the 
sheik who forgets the annual token of 
his esteem!
